universal attention. 
They were en- 


titled "The New Education" aud treat- 
ed at length on its organization and 
purpose. These articles were a sharp 
attack on current educational methods, 
more especially those which were then" 
in vogue at the Lawrence Scientific 
school at Harvard. The Sheffield Sci- 
entific school at Yale was cited as a 
worthy example of the new teaching, 
but the old traditions which prevailed 
at Harvard were ridiculed mercilessly.
